talks. So the script wasn’t shocking to me when I read it, and certainly 
after seeing Kevin’s movies, that’s what you expect from him. He has 
a really distinct American voice and he captures how a certain gen- 
eration of Americans speak in their daily lives, and that’s why I think 
he’s so popular.” 

And the movie doesn’t shy away from showing naked naughty 
bits and including simulated sex scenes either, although for the very 
tender encounter between Rogen and Banks the two stars remained 
fully clothed.

They are all 
wrapped up in him. Seth is someone who is not afraid to let those 
hang out in his movie roles. And also his appeal lies in that he gets 
laid in his movies and he can still be totally insecure and hang out 
with his friends. I mean, the problem for me with those movies 
like The 40-Year-Old Virgin or Knocked Up, is that they are no longer 
‘romantic comedies,’ they are ‘bromantic comedies.’ 

“It’s a big problem for women because we have nothing to do in 
those movies.

ike an old Polaroid tucked inside a desk drawer, 
Kristin Scott Thomas had faded from view. 

After taking Hollywood by storm in romantic 
fare such as The English Patient (1996) and The Horse 
Whisperer (1998), the British-born actor with the 
plummy, upper-crust accent and porcelain skin 
turned her back on American movies to focus on 
making European films and performing theatre, 
primarily in her adopted homeland of France. 

She began acting, in French, in small films. Yet 
she had never really tested herself, that is until 
ΠΥ alongtemps que je t’aime (I’ve Loved You So Long). 
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The French-language film (with subti- 
tles in English Canada) is directed by 
Philippe Claudel and stars Thomas as 
Juliette, a woman who goes to live with 
her sister after having spent 15 years in 
prison. Initially, Juliette is remote, 
closed-off, seething inside, and Thomas 
plays her with unflinching honesty. 

“Because the screenplay is beautifully 
written, we could see everything,” says 
Thomas about her character’s internal 
struggles, “so I felt confident about not 
showing that much, not being too 
demonstrative. I felt confident it would 
all show, and there are no great, big, 
chunky, descriptive passages of ‘How I 
feel.’ They just didn’t exist.” 

Thomas is curled up on a chair in the 
upstairs bar of a Toronto hotel. She’s 
here at the Toronto International Film 
Festival to chat about Il ya longtemps que 
je t'aime, a film that shines a spotlight 
back on the 48-year-old actor and divorced 
mother of three children — Hannah (20), 
Joseph (17) and Georges (8). 

In fact, in a year when there have been very few standout 
performances from female actors, Thomas’ turn has Oscar 
oddsmakers talking about a probable Best Actress nomination, 
which makes her more than a little wary. 

“I find it very anxious-making. I’d rather not think about it,” 
says Thomas. “I don’t want to be pointed out, making movies 
is a collaboration, it’s absolute teamwork. 

“The one positive thing about awards, and I don’t mean to 
be disparaging — I just received a Laurence Olivier award and 
it made my year, I was so thrilled, so everyone wants to win 
awards and it’s rubbish if they say they don’t — but the im- 
portant thing about them is that they get people to see a film, 
and I think it would be good for people to see this film.” 

Il y a longtemps que je t’aime is already a hit in France, and 
was recently released in the U.K. Although Thomas left Britain 
when she was 19 (she took a job as an au pair in Paris and never 
returned), she’s still held in high esteem by her fellow Brits. 

“I’m very popular with a show called Top Gear, a motoring 
show,” she says with a laugh. “I’ve only seen it once or twice 
because I don’t live in England, but they do this thing with 
cars, whether a car is cool or not, and the way of measuring its 
coolness is if I would get into it to be taken on a date — could 
you take Kristin Scott Thomas for dinner in it. I thought my 
brothers and sisters were teasing me about it, until I found it 
was actually this really big thing. It’s a huge compliment.” Hi

GETTING SERIOUS WITH 


The first time Ja 
made a musical bio: .

checked, Jamie Foxx 
was a triple threat: 
funny comedian, chart-topping recording 
artist and Oscar-winning dramatic actor. 

He’s applying at least two ofthose talents 
— the same combo that earned him the 
Academy Award for Ray — to next spring’s 
dramatic tearjerker The Soloist. 

Like the Ray Charles bio-pic, this is a true- 
life musical story. And the person Foxx 
plays, Nathaniel Ayers, is saddled with a 
mighty handicap. But similarities end there. 

“It’s like A Beautiful Mind meets The Pianist, 
in a sense,” Foxx, biceps pumped large and 
head shaved almost clean, says of The Soloist 
during an interview in Los Angeles. 

Doesn’t sound like as much fun as Ray. 
But it could be even more moving. 
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“It’s about a guy who was found under- 
neath an L.A. freeway by Steve Lopez, who is 
a writer for the Los Angeles Times,” explains 
Foxx. “Lopez had a wreck on his bike and 
heard this beautiful violin being played on 
two strings. He befriended the guy, found out 
he went to Juilliard, and this story went in 
the paper and people started sending cellos 
and violins. It’s just one of those stories 
that, when you read it, it really works on you.” 

That’s because the talented musician was 
not only homeless, but schizophrenic. 

Co-starring the hottest actor of the year, 
Robert Downey Jr., as Lopez and directed by 
Britain’s Joe Wright (Atonement), The Soloist 
has all the earmarks of an emotional class act. 

And Foxx may never have worked more 
painstakingly on a role. To start, he had to 
learn to play, well, violin and cello. Perhaps

not as hard as it sounds for someone who 
started piano lessons at the age of five, 
and who went to college on a music 
scholarship. Still, doesn’t it take years of 
practice to make either of those string 
things even listenable? 

“I hadn’t played the violin and cello 
before,” Foxx says. “I mean, we've all 
touched everybody’s instruments while 
we were playing...okay, that didn’t come 
out right! But we’ve all messed around 
with the drums or the violin or the cello, 
so it’s all in you because you work right 
next to that person. It’s just a matter of 
finding your way to express yourself with 
that cello.” 

Easy for him to say. As for the acting 
part of the gig, Foxx avoided the one 
thing that you’dthinkhe’d continued 
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take full advantage of: getting to know 
Ayers personally. 

“I got a chance to watch him,” Foxx recalls 
like it was the most extraordinary privilege. 
“I didn’t want to meet him, because some- 
times when you meet people, then they 
change. I just wanted to watch, get those 
jewels of nuances. At first I was told he was 
very skinny, but he’s not. He pushed a cart 
around that, I guess, is about 200 pounds. 
You have to be strong down where he lives, 
because the people down there... it’s very 
dangerous. 

“But he’s a very interesting person. Very 
posh, if that makes sense, because he does 
come from this classical background. So 
even within this crazy jungle where he’s 
living, he still has sort of this air to him. He’s 
a beautiful person and it was a great oppor- 
tunity to get under his skin.” 

Foxx’s approach paid off, according to an 
authoritative, if totally biased, source. 

“Jamie really nailed it,” co-star Downey 
says during a recent chat. “I got to see that 
thing that one or two people said when we 
were shooting Chaplin, about someone just 
so diving into something that it’s, like, this 
transforming event.” 

This about a guy we first came to know 
making a jackass of himself on TV’s In Living 
Color and in movies such as Booty Call. 

But Foxx has always been a multitalented 
overachiever. Raised by his grandparents in 
the Dallas suburb of Terrell, Texas, young 
Eric Marlon Bishop (he changed his name 
thinking it would get him easier access to 
the mic at comedy clubs) not only excelled 
at music but was the quarterback of his 
high school football team. 

That experience came into play years later 
when he landed his first serious film role in 
Oliver Stone’s gridiron drama Any Given 
Sunday. Acclaimed work in Ali, Collateral, 
Jarhead, Dreamgirls and The Kingdom fol- 
lowed. And although Foxx has yet to prove 
himselfa huge box-office draw, he has gained 
the distinction of being the only African- 
American to earn two Oscar nominations in 
the same year (for Ray and Collateral). Add 
owning an Academy Award to also having a 
number one album, Unpredictable, and Foxx 
is in the rare company of only Bing Crosby, 
Frank Sinatra and Barbra Streisand. 

All that, plus he’s hung with Barack Obama 
and is known for throwing lavish and star- 
studded parties at his home overlooking the 
San Fernando Valley. But Foxx really does try

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to stay humble about it all. He even describes 
himself as working class. 

“Things are happening so fast now, you 
don’t have time to sit back and just go, ‘Oh, 
let me bask,’” he cracks. “You accept the 
moment and really enjoy it, then you go 
back to work. That’s what I mean by work- 
ing class. If you’re not paying attention to it 


and you get caught up in yourself, you 
could easily find yourself going backwards, 
doing things that just aren’t good for you. 

“Being the comedian at heart and being a 
musician.... Sometimes, when I’m doing a 
show at a club, maybe some of the people 
in the audience don’t even recognize the 
accomplishment,” he says. “They’re just into 


what’s going on now; ‘You’re here in the 
club, what’s the joke, what’s the song, can I 
get that out of you right now?’” 

It’s not just about pumping out the gags, 
the tunes or the movies, though. Perhaps 
applying some of his quarterback training, 
Foxx is always looking at the quality of the 
play, the overall game and the record book. 


“T think the main thing is, whatever you’re 
doing, you try to do your best at it before it 
goes out,” Foxx says. “’Cause once it’s on the 
YouTube, it’ll be bad forever or great forever! 
So that’s another hurdle to get over, making 
sure that everything’s right.” ἢ

Burned by the death of his 
double-crossing girlfriend 
Vesper Lynd, James Bond may 
never love again.

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| Ever since 1962’s Dr. No, when Ursula Andress emerged 
dripping wet from the sparkling Caribbean sea clad only in 
+ awhite bikini and a hunting knife, a pantheon of Bond Girls 
have steamed up 007’s perilous missions. 

As iconic as the gadgets, shaken-not-stirred vodka martinis, bespoke 
tuxedo and Walther PPK, the Bond Girls are always close at hand, 
always luscious, always libidinous. Whether taking off their clothes or 
taking a bullet for Bond, they have remained instrumental as 007 keeps 
“the British end up.” But as Casino Royale and now Quantum of Solace 
have reinvented Bond for the 21st century, the Bond Girls have under- 
gone a similar evolution. 

“Women’s roles have changed so much in the last 40 years that today, 
alot of women are running the world,” explains director Marc Forster, 


on the Pinewood Studios set of Quantum of Solace. “So they can’t 
simply just be a beautiful object anymore...they have to be a three- 
dimensional character and represent the equal.” 

Considering Quantum of Solace is a sequel, picking up exactly 20 
minutes after Casino Royale ended with Bond brokenhearted and 
seething over the death of his double-crossing love Vesper Lynd, 
there are hints of less romance for the notorious ladies’ man this time 
around. “We felt Bond could not immediately fall into another rela- 
tionship,” offers Bond producer Michael G. Wilson. “So we needed 
someone who had her own agenda and probably could not form a 
relationship either because of her situation.” 

Enter Olga Kurylenko, the stunning 28-year-old Ukrainian-born 
actor and former model who plays one of the film’s two Bond Girls, 


the rogue agent Camille. Like Bond, she is obsessed with revenge, 
also targeting the mysterious Dominic Greene (played by acclaimed 
French actor Mathieu Amalric). 

“Camille is so focused on what she’s undertaking, she doesn’t care 
about meeting a boyfriend or something,” explains Kurylenko between 
takes on the Quantum of Solace set. “Camille is a strong, feisty and 
very independent woman. She’s almost like an equivalent to Bond. 
She’s not like other Bond Girls that she’s this poor thing he has to pro- 
tect. She kick-boxes, fights and fires guns...she’s a pretty tough girl.” 

Beating out more than a thousand actors, Kurylenko received word 
she had the role just last Christmas Eve, necessitating a two-month 
crash course in stunt and weapons training. “They kept pushing and 
pushing me, but I was glad they did because I was able to do all the 
fight scenes myself without a stunt double,” says Kurylenko, proudly 
rolling up her sleeve to show me some of her bruises. “They made 
me learn how to strip a gun apart and then put it back together... 1 
actually became quite good at it.I can do it in eight seconds flat!” 

Kurylenko admits her greatest accomplishment, however, was 
overcoming her fear of heights as she reluctantly agreed to skydive 
for one of the film’s pivotal scenes. “I like to try things that seem im- 
possible,” she says. This from a woman who escaped abject poverty 
in the former USSR as a teenager after a chance encounter in Moscow 
propelled her to a successful modelling career in Paris. “I don’t want 
things in life to be easy...then what am I going to overcome?” 

Forster says that tenacity is what immediately distinguished 
Kurylenko from the throngs of hopefuls. “What really surprised me 
about the audition process was how many beautiful women there 
are in the world,” says Forster. “But there are very few who 1 felt 
could go beyond the beauty and feel real and truly genuine. And 
every time I looked in Olga’s eyes, there was something very truthful 
and somewhat pained...it might have to do with what she went 
through in her life.” 

Kurylenko proved a perfect match for Daniel Craig’s more damaged 
and darker 007. “Bond is a psychologically handicapped human being 
and not stable,” explains Forster. “There is this pain and isolation and 
sadness about him. And so there needed to be an honest reality on 
screen between Bond and Camille.” 

But rest assured, old habits die hard for James Bond. Craig admits the 
film doesn’t shy away from 007’s womanizing. “That’s who James Bond 
is,” he states. “But what we learned from Casino Royale is how this one 
woman came to form his future behaviour that we’ve come to know...” 

“I mean, objectifying beauty is not a problem for me,” continues 
Craig about the bevy of Bond babes. “Making things sexy, whether 
it’s men or women, I don’t have a problem with.” continued

But when it comes to the Bond Girls, “I want to see 
a relationship,” he adds. “I want to see something 
firing off each other ’cause I think that’s where the 
sexiness is, and that’s where the sexual tension is 
in a movie. So getting Olga into this movie has 
been very important...that relationship is quite 
complicated.” 

However, Bond does indulge in some hot sex 
scenes with British actor Gemma Arterton, who 
plays MI6’s Agent Fields. “[She] and Bond very 
much come together and have this fling,” says 
Craig. “It’s a mutually beneficial experience.” 

Arterton describes Agent Fields as a throwback 
to the retro Bond Girls of the ’60s. “The whole idea 
with my character was we want her to be a typical Ian Fleming 
Bond Girl with a somewhat modern twist,” says Arterton, 22, who 
landed the role only six months after graduating from London’s 
prestigious Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. 

In fact, Arterton has quickly amassed a vast body of work with lead- 
ing roles in the BBC’s Capturing Mary, ITV’s Lost in Austen, as well as 
Brit flicks St. Trinian’s and Guy Ritchie’s crime thriller RocknRolla. And 
immediately after wrapping Quantum of Solace, Arterton hightailed it 
to Morocco to begin shooting Jerry Bruckheimer’s epic adventure 
Prince of Persia as the romantic lead opposite Jake Gyllenhaal. 

Arterton says she’s still shocked by her rapid success. “I’ve done 
eight movies within a year from leaving drama school — it’s all 
happening so quickly I haven’t had time to really comprehend it all,” 
she admits, shaking her head in disbelief. “It’s pretty insane what’s 
happening to me...I still don’t know how this all happened so fast. 
It’s a bit mad, but brilliant at the same time.”

experience. “They’re enormously proud of me, but certainly keep 
me in check,” she says with a laugh.
